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Abstract 

The invention relates to a plug-in jack comprising an insulating jack housing 
in which at least one jack contact is accommodated. The jack contact consists of a 
retaining part and a jack, the jack being mounted on the retaining part so as to be 
pivotable by a limited angle. The invention further relates to a plug part having an 
insulating plug housing in which there is accommodated at least one plug contact 
provided for engaging into the jack contact of the plug-in jack.
